Llbollol Seauty ^ Oonrt. 

Lo.NDO.v, Oct. 26. — Long before t('u 
o'clock there were fashionablo carriages 
making their M-ay down Fleet street, 
and hansom cabs with unusually swell 
occupants were wheeling round tiic 
corner of Ilolborn Viaduct into the 
Old Bailey. The stair-cases that led 
to tho Court were bright with modish 
bonnets and light autunm overcoats. 
Many persons had broughttheir lunches 
with them. Belgravia emigrated into 
tho precincts of Newgate. Benches 
set apart for visitors were fdled within 
fi.-c minutes after tho iloor.s were open- 
ed. The fcndniue element predominat- 
ed. Many of the ladies sat with opei'a 
glasses in hand. At fivo minutes' after 
ton the Court rose to its feet^ and Jus- 
tice Hawkins entered. Tho Clerk of 
tho Court read over the charge. It set 
forth that prisoner on tho 8th of Octo- 
ber published defamatory libels con- 
corning ]\[r. Cornwallis West and his 
wife, and on five various occasions con- 
cerning Mr. Langtry and his wife. 

The prisoner pleaded guiltj-. 

Tho appearance of Mr. Langtry in 
the box excited tho liveliest interest. He 
was terribly embarrassed as ho gave his 
testimony. He glanced with an air of 
awkwardness round tho Court, as 
though ashamed of the publicity into 
which he had been suddenly brought. 
Ho swore to the utter falsity of tho 
allegations made against his wife. Ser- 
jeant Parry then called on the Court 
for its severest sentence. Ho said that 
the public must bo pu'otectod from such 
mendacious scurrility. IVIr. Willis, 
Q. C, replied. Ho argued that the 
prisoner had received tho information 
from another person, and had supposed 
it to be true. Ho then created a great 
sensation by introducing tho name of 
the Prince of Wales. "Far bo it from 
me," said he, "to suppose that a prince 
could depart fi-om that morality wluch 
it is his duty to maintain." A ripple 
of half-suppressed but audible laughter 
ran around the spectators' seats. Bar- 
risters nudged each other; Sir llobert 
Carden busied himself more dee))ly in 
his Tinus; tho Lord Mayor glanced 
severely at the SherifTs, and Sir Henry 
Hawkins gazed earnestly into space. 

The Clerk restored order at once, 
and Justice Hawkins summed up the 
case impartially. The ])lea of guilty 
was then accepted, and registered on 
the tiles of tho Court. Prisoner's coun- 
sel pleaded that his client had a wife 
and young children ; but ho was sen- 
tenced to 18 months' imprisonnicnt. 

Tho La'wsoa-La'bouohoro Oaao. 

LoxuoN', Oct. 30. — In tho libel case 
of Lawson v. Labouchero to-day, tho 
cross-examination of Mr. Levy by ^Ir. 
Labouchere was continued. Mr. La- 
bouchero is asking all sorts of irrelev- 
ant questions. Politics were mainly 
discussed and the JJailij TtIefira])Jt's edi- 
torials ranging over ten years were put 
in as evidence that in Mr. Labouchero's 
opinion Mr. Lawson was a disgrace to 
journalism. ^Ir. Tjabouchero's unbound- 
ed assurance overrode everything, lie 
disregarded decisions against hiisificU', 
bullied the presiding alderman, who 
throughout appeared utterly at sea, 
chafTed the Attorney-General, and 
abused the witness under cross-examina- 
tion. The audience generally favored 
jNlr, Labouchero, but he so often over- 
stepped the bounds of decency by vio- 
lent language towards the witnesses, 
once carrying his cross-examination 
even to the death-bod of ]\Ir. Lionel 
Lawson, that hissing and cries of dis- 
approval were not. unfrcquont. The 
manner in which the inquiry is con- 
ducted is a burlesque upon justice, and 
a disgrace to British law nud order.

Owing to the absence of ISIr. Wiilkeni 
the sitting of the Court Aid not commence 
iintil 2:35 p. ni. Bfr. Walkem having 
apologised to the Court for being late, 

Mr. Robertson, Q.C., stated that be- 
fore the regular proceedings coniincnced, 
ho would like to m.ake a few remarks. 
Ho had observed that when the arbitra- 
tion began neither of the local newspapers 
had thought it worth while to send a re- 
prosontatiro to report the proceedings, 
and it was not until the Court had been 
in session thirty d.-^ys that one of tlio 
papers had sent a reporter. For his own 
jiart he did not think it exactly right that 
just at tlio "fag" end of the case the evi- 
dence sliould bo published. It was scarce- 
ly fair to his client, who was now being 
cross-examined, and whoso answei-s could 
only be properly understood when read 
in con junction with his evidence in chief. 
Ho (Mr. II.) had examined the Act un- 
der winch tlio arbitration was being 'hold 
and found nothing tliorein stating that 
the Court should be an open Court. It 
appeared to him that tho Arbitrator stood 
in tho position of a Special Coimiiasionor 
appointed to agcuvtnin certain faot.s for 
tho Govoriiment, wlicso servant lie (tlio 
Arbitrator) was. Ho did not, therefore, 
consider it desirable at tho present stago 
of proceedings that tho ovidcnco adduced 
should bo published. Had tlio whole 
case been reported from tho fir.st lie would 
have had no objection to raise now. Ho 
tliought, under tliu circiim.stancos, it 
would bo infinitely better if the proceed- 
ings were conducted as they had com- 
nionced and as they had continued for 
at least thirty days. 

Mr. Walkem, in reply, said hi.s position 
in this matter liad all along been vo''y 
clear. When the Court firat opened , o- 
portor from one of tho local papcr.s had 
put in an appearance and seated hini,self 
at tho table. He (Mr. Walkom) then 
begged of him to leave and ho left. Short- 
ly aftorwai'ds another i oportcr appeared 
from the same jiaper and lie {Mi: W.) ask- 
ed him to leave, stating that lie would 
see the proprietor of tho paper about tlio 
matter. He did .so because ho had no do- 
sire to see the case dragged througli tho 
political miro. Ho saw tlio proprietor of 
the paper and was so far successful that 
lie induced him not to pulili.sh the pro- 
ceedings. This he did because he thought 
tho publication would harass liim in his 
cross-examination. He had not from the 
first and did not now consent to tho pre- 
sence of reporters. Ho iiad been vilely 
accused of using this caso for political 
purposes; but the accusation was a base 
slander. Ho had not much more to ,say 
on the subject; but would state that ho 
had nothing whatever to do with tho 
publication of tho evidence in one of the 
papers. Yilo slanders were put forth 
concoriiiiig him by men who, at times, 
wore themselves cringing for mercy from 
tho newspapers of tho day. In conclusion 
ho wi.shod to state that wlion lio saw tho 
proprietor of the newspaper in which tho 
ovidonco appeared that gentleman had 
stated that the Court was an open Court, 
and he was determined to have a reporter 
present and publish tho proceedings. 

The Arbitrtitor said that he agreed in a 
great measure with the views of Mr. Ro- 
bertson. Ho sat thoro as a Special Oom- 
mi.ssioner to report to the Governiuoiit 
and ho did not think it very respectful 
to tho Govoriiment that the evidence ad- 
duced should be given to tho public be- 
fore it reached the quarter for which it 
was intended. He concurred with Mr. 
llobortson and, under the circuiustancus, 
would conduct tlie proceedings privately. 

Mr. Walkem reiterated his explanation 
with reference to the .S'llini'/inc/ liaving in 
tho first plac3 sent a reporter 
and remarked that it was his opinion 
that that paper "had acted very well." 
When ho asked tho reporters to withdraw 
they had done sn and it was not at his in- 
stigation that the evidence had recently 
been published. He regretted to see a 
garbled report of tho proceedings of tho 
other evening in The Colonist 

The'Arbitrator — I would much rather 
not hear anything more about tho mat- 
tor. 

Mr. Walkem thereupon subsided, the 
reportoi-s loft the Court-room and the pro- 
ceedings wore conductfd with closed 
doors.

"Tho Dwelliaga By-La^r, 18W." < 

The above is tho title of a by-law intro- 
duced by Councillor Mansell at the last 
meeting of the Council " to regulate the 
sanitary condition of tho city.'" Inter alia 
it provides that it shall not be lawful to 
lot or occupy as a dwelling any room un- 
less the following regulations aro complied 
with : Tho room must contain at all times 
not less than 500 cubic feet of space for 
each occupant ; each room must have an 
external window made to open in a man- 
ner approved by the Board of HeiiUh. or 
Health Officer of the City ; there must be 
appurtenant to such room tho use of a 
W. C., earth-closot or privy, furnished 
with proper doors and coverings. Any 
person who lets, occupies or sutlers to bo 
occupied any room contrary to tho provi- 
sions of the by-law will be liable to a pen- 
alty not exceeding §50. Any room in 
which a person passes tho night or the 
principal part of tho night shall bo doom- 
ed to bo occupied as a dwelling within tho 
meaning of the by-law. Where two con- 
victions relating to tho occupation of a 
room occur within three months — no mat- 
ter whether the persons so convicted w ovo 
or wore not tho same— any Justico of the 
Peace may direct tho closing of the room 
so occupied, or of tho promises to which 
it belongs, for such time as he may doom 
necessary, or may onipowor the Health 
Oflicor of tho City to permanently close 
tho room. Tho by-l;\w will doubtless bo 
amended in some rospocts when it comes 
up for a second reading on Wednesday 
evening next.

Tho Judges of the Supreme Court of 
tho Dominion unanimously decided, in 
connection with an appeal growing out 
of tho Montnioroncy election case, tiiat 
the Dominion Coiitrovortod Elections 
Act of 1874 is not ultra vi)vs, as has 
been widely contended, and that tho 
tribunals jirovidcd by timt statute for 
the trial of election petitions aro j)er- 
fectly valid and competent. The Judges 
gave written llndings individually. 
The origin of thn a[)peal on whicli this 
decision has been given is easily under- 
stood. Tlio seat of tlie menibor-elect 
for Montmorency last September was 
attacked by petition, and by way of 
defence tho respondent raised the pre- 
liminary objection that the Dominion 
Parliament had no power under the 
Britisli North Amerita Act to pro- 
scribe work for tlic Provincial Courts 
or to regulate their procedure. Tho 
objection was overruled by the Quebec 
Election Judge, and was brought by 
the res])oiidcnt by way of appeal before 
the .Supreme Court. As tho same ob- 
jection has been raised in many other 
constituencies in dilTerent Provinces, 
tlio present decision will have the effect 
of allowing all these cases to go on to 
trial at an early day in the local 
Courts.

WiNSEPEO, Oct. 3L— Tho Bov. Mr. 
Gordon, who arrived overland from 

British Columbia via the Peace River 
country, accompanied a party of Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway engineers from 
Victoria, B. C, along tho Pacific Coast. 
They ascended tho River Skeena, pass- 
ed over the Northern part of British 
Columbia by way of Lakes Babene and 
Stewart, and came down tho Peace 
Rivor through tho Rocky Mountains 
by boat. They spent .several vcoks ex- 
amining the Peace River cosr.try. He 
speaks very favorable of the resources 
of that district. Thn soil is excellent, 
timber is abundant, with various indi- 
cations of extensive coal fields. As 
yet, however, tho fitness of the climate 
of this district for the growth of wheat 
is not fully assured. Wheat thrives 
well on tho flats near tho river le.-el, as 
well as at Hudson's Hope and Bunno 
gan, but the general level of the coun- 
try is about 800 feet above tho ' river, 
and no attempt has as yet been made 
to cultivato wheat upon tho higher 
prairio level. At the same time there 
is a succcs.sful growth of wheat at Les- 
ser Slave Lake, which is on much the 
same level as the prairie country south 
of Peace River. This indicates tho 
probability that this largo tract of pra- 
irie country will prove adapted to that 
character of herbage and foliage, and 
the time of ripening and falling leaves 
points in the same direction. Summer 
frosts occasionally occur. After leav- 
ing tho rise of tho prairio at Dunvegan, 
Mr. Gordon came by way of Slave 
Lake, Edmonton, and Battleford to 
Winnipeg. lie considers the moun- 
tain district superior f Dr wheat-raising 
to the Peace River district, and regards 
it as one of tbo most attractive por- 
tions of the North-West. Navigation 
has closed for the season, but the rivers 
are open, and there has boon no snow 
vet.
